[Text] Beijing, March 6 (XINHUA)--Foreign Ministers @f EEC countries who have arrived in 
Kuala Lumpur to attend the ASEAN-EEC ministerial meeting tomorrow have stressed the need 
for joint approach to check the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and Vietnamese aggression 
against Democratic Kampuchea, according to reports from Kuala Lumpur, 


Speaking at an airport press conference, West German Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
said that the EEC will seek ASEAN support for its proposal to settle the Afghanistan 

crisis, which calls for the withdrawal of Soviet forces and the recognition of the country's 
sovereignty and territorial integrity. 


French Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs Olivier Stirn said today that the 14 foreign 
ministers of the EEC and the ASEAN hope to reach agreement on a joint position concerning 
the problems of Afghanistan and Kampuchea. Stirn said this will be the first time for the 
EEC to sign a formal treaty with another regional grouping with which it also wishes to 
take a joint position on international problems. 


British Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Peter Blaker said yesterday that the 

ASEAN and EEC should continue to demonstrate a robust stand against the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan. He said Britain had already taken several steps to show its opposition 

to the Soviet action.

[Text] Beijing, March 6 (XINHIA)--The Association of Southeast AsianNations (ASEAN) today 
decided to seek a joint position with the European Economic Community (EEC) on the Afghan 
and Kampuchean crises, according to a REUTE dispatch from Kuala Lumpur today. 


In three hours of talks, the ASEAN foreign ministers agreed on a common stand on both the 
issues to be presented to their EEC colleagues at a twoeday conference beginning in Kuala 
Lumpur tomorrow, the sources said. ASEAN would support the EEC!s call for a withdrawal 

of foreign troops from Afghanistan and its neutralisation, but the Southeast Asian alliance 
would ask the EEC ministers to agree to a similar joint declaration on Kampuchea, they added. 
ASEAN also expects the conference to adopt a joint declaration calling for the speedy in- 
plementation of the U.N. resolutions calling for an imediate withdrawal of foreign troops 
from Afghanistan and Kampuchea, according to the sources. 


They also went through the drafts of a declaration on economic issues and a political state- 
ment to be issued at the end of the ASEAN-EEC ministerial session tomorrow, an AFP report said. 


Cooperation Agreement Signed

[Text] Beijing, March 7 (XINHUA)--The ASEAN and EEC signed in Kuala Lumpur today a 


cooperation agreement to enhance economic relations between the two regional 
organizations, according to news reports received here. 
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Attilio Ruffini, president of the EEC Council of Ministers and Italian foreign minister, 
declared at the signing ceremony that the conclusion of the agreement "is an event whose 
political significance is at least equal to its economic one." 


Malaysian Prime Minister Datuk Hussein bin Onn in his speech pointed out that the signing 
of the agreement signified the beginning of a new era in ASEAN-EEC cooperation in the 

80's. It would be to their mutal advantage to combine their respective strength to achieve 
greater economic advancement. "It is our resolve that through economic development, we 
shall strengthen our respective national resilience," he added. 


The nine-article agreement is the first of its kind that EEC has concluded with another 
regional group of countries. It provides the framework for wider economic cooperation 

and trade. It pledges EEC's full support for the development of the ASEAN nations. The 
five ASEAN countries have a total of 250 million people in a strategic area with abundant 
natural resources. The nine industrialised EX members have a slightly larger population-- 
260 million. 


Under the agreement, the two groupings will accord eachother most-favoured-Mation treatment 
in accordance with the general agreement on tariffs and trade. The agreement says: "The 
community will cooperate with ASEAN to realise concrete projects and programmes, inter 
alia, food production and supplies, development of the rural sector, education and training 
facilities and others of a wider ch2racter to promote ASEAN regional economic development 
and cooperation." It provides for the formation of a joint cooperation committee which 
will meet at least once a year to consider various cooperative activities and to serve as 
an official forum f : consultations between ASEAN and EEC.

[Text] Beijing, March 7 (XINHUA)--The ASEAN and EEC foreign ministers today crowned their 
Kuala Lumpur meeting with a joint political statement calling for the withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from Afghanistan and Kampuchea in compliance with the United Nations resolu- 
tions. The meeting also passed major decisions on economic cooperation between these two 
regional organizations. At an informal meeting yesterday, the foreign ministers were re- 
ported to have shared the view that the events in Afghanistan and Kampuchea are part of 

the Kremlin's global expansion. 


The joint political statement released today links the Afghan issue with that of Kampuchea 
as both, it points out, "have as a common denominator, the imposition of will on small 
independent states by foreign powers through the use of force in op2n violation of inter- 
national law, thereby threatening international peace and security." It calls on the 
United Nations secretary general to take steps to see how the United Nations resolutions 
for the withdrawal of foreign troops from Afghanistan and Kampuchea can be carried into 
effect. 
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Thus, the meeting has taken into full account the reality in the two countries and has 
grasped the key to the resolution of these two critical international issues. 


The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and Vietnamese invasion of Kampuchea are acts of 
aggression pure and simple. Their immediate and unconditional total withdrawal from the 
two victim covntries is a postulate to a settlement. To budge from this demand is to do 

a disservice to the people of the two countries and the world and help the aggressors. 

Both the Soviet Union and Vietnam have proclaimed that they would withdraw as soon as 
"outside interference" or "threat" is terminated. This is a manoeuvre to put the blame 

for the present crisis on others and make their brazen acts of aggression appear legitimate. 
The ASEAN and EEC foreign ministers now again laid stress on the need for complying with 
the United Nations resolutions. This was absolutely necessary. 


No aggressor can be expected to surrender what he has wrestled for himself, Singapore 
Foreign Minister Rajaratnam warned on the eve of the meeting that moral support alone 

cannot end military aggression. "If we don't meet the challenge effectively, we mst 

be prepared for new Afghanistans and Kampucheas," he said. 


The people of both Afghanistan and Kampuchea have risen up to fight the invaders for 
national liberation, Other peoples are duty-bound to give moral and material support to 
their just struggle. In order to force Moscow and Hanoi to quit the two nations, resolu- 
tions and statements are not enough and it is necessary to back up the Afghan and Kampuchean 
people and put the aggressors to the rack of people's war. 


In addition, the international community must enforce extensive and effective sanctions 
against the Soviet and Vietnamese aggressors. With the signing of the agreement on 

economic cooperation between the ASEAN and EEC in Kuala Lumpur this morning, the economic 
relations between the two regional organizations have entered upon a new phase of development. 
Regional political and economic cooperation between Second World and Third World countries 
would be conducive to their coordinated struggle against hegemonism,

[Text] Beijing, March 9 (XINHUA)=-The ASEAN and ERC foreign ministers' joint political 
statement came as a reminder of the gravity of the present international situation, writes 
the PEOPLE'S DAILY commentator in an article here today. The statement, he adds, also 
drives home the strong desire of the governments and people of the five ASEAN and nine 
EEC countries to uphold the criteria of international relations and preserve world peace. 


The commentator notes that it is unprecedented in postwar history for over a dozen 
European and Asian countries to get together and take a common position on the world 
situation. In the joint political statement at the two-day Kuala Iumpur meeting, they 
demanded the early implementation of the United Nations resolutions on Kampuchea and 
Afghanistan, and the total withdrawal of foreign troops from the two countries. In this 
way they have made an important step in the joint struggle against hegemonism, 
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To carry out its global strategy for hegemony, the commentator says, the Soviet Union is 
striving to extend its influence to the South Pacific and the Indian Ocean to control 
Western Europe and Asia by putting a strangle-hold on the oil routes of Western Europe, 
Japan and the Southeast Asian nations. The aggressions committed by the Soviet Union and 
Soviet-backed Vietnam have posed a grave threat to the stability and security of Western 
Europe amd Southeast Asia, greatly aggravating international ten-ion. The joint statement 
of the 14 nations reflected their concern over the developments and their demand for an 
early relaxation of the tension, 


A total withdrawal of foreign troops is the key to the solution of the Kampuchea and 
Af,;nanistan problems, the commentator says. However, he adds, even when the ASEAN and EEC 
foreign ministers were meeting, the Soviet Union ordered its puppets in Afghanistan to pass 
a decision announcing an "indefinite" presence of Soviet troops in Afghanistan. This shows 
that the Soviet Union, in its effort to make Afghanistan a springboard for a drive toward 
South Asia and the Persian Gulf region, has no intention to withdraw its troops from that 
country. Therefore, the commentator says, more efforts by the worl. at large are needed 

to force the Soviet Union and Vietnam to withdraw their troops from Afghanistan and 
Kampuchea so as to pave the way for a solution. The joint statemen’ calls for the 
establishment of an independent and neutral Kampuchea and a neutral. and non-aligned 
Afghanistan, and demands that all countries "respect the sovereignty, territorial integrity, 
political independence and non-alignment of Afghanistan". 


Both Kampuchea anc Afghanistan were independent, neutral and nonealigned countries, @ 
status altered by the aggression and intervention by Vietnam and the Soviet Union. At 
present, the Soviet invaders accuse other countries of meddling in Afghanistan's internal 
affairs and sabotaging the country's neutrality. They claim that the Soviet Union will 
withdraw its troops only after other nations have guaranteed against interference in Afghan 
affairs, Obviously, this is an attempt to create "legal" grounds for its invasion of that 
country, evade condemnation by the world and find new excuses for contiming its occupation 
there, Therefore, the commentator says, the proposed "guarantee for a neutral Afghanistan" 
by the big powers or Afghanistan's neighbours is an uncalled for move which harms rather 
than respects the national rights of Afghanistan. To link it with Moscow's withdrawal 

from that country can only help the aggressor evade his crime and extricate himseli’ from 
the dilemma at the expense of the Afghan people's struggle against Soviet aggression, 


In face of the unbridled aggression and expansion of the Soviet hegemonists, the commentator 
says, all countries and people under the Soviet threat should get united and, in the light 
of their own specific conditions, take practical measures to counter jointly the threat 

and safeguard regional and world peace. 


The ASEAN and EEC foreign ministers' meeting reflected the developing united strugzle 
against hegemonism, It fully showed that the Soviet aggression in Afghanistan once again 
made Moscow a teacher by negative example, enabling the people of the world to see more 
clearl; its insatiable greed and ambition, and heightening their vigilance against Soviet 
hegemonisii, the commentator says.

[Text] Beijing, March 6 (XINHUA)--The world conservation strategy may be of significant 
assistance to the People's Republic of China in attaining its modernization objectives. 
Sir Peter Scott expressed this hope at a press conference here this afternoon on behalf of 
the three inte,natiomal organizations which have produced the strategy--the International 
Union for Conservation of Nature and Natural Resources, the World Wildlife Fund (WWF) and 
the United Nations Environment Programme. "I am convinced that modernization will be 
successfully achieved in China, and that corservation will be an essential element in that 
achievement," he added. 


Sir Peter Scott, chairman of the WWF and internationally known naturalist, came to China on 
March 4 to launch the strategy which was announced simultaneously in more than 30 countries 
yesterday. The strategy, he said, involved three years of work and more than 700 scientists 
from over 100 countries. It is designed to overcome ever-emerging new environmental crises 
in the world. He said he was heartened by the recent steps China had taken in the conser- 
vation of nature, including the promulgation of its environmental protection law and forestry 
law and the latest news that this March had been declared "environmental protection month” 
throughout the country. What was significant, he said, was that China was not and did not 
plan to be involved in commercial whaling, adding that "like the panda on land, whales have 
become for the sea an international symbol of conservation." 


The world conservation strategy, the WWF chairman contimed, calls for cooperation between 
development and conservation that are interdependent and that both are essential for progress. 
Plans have been mapped out for a number of cooperative conservation projects between China 
and the WWF international, he said, the first project which has started is to ensure the 
survival of China's giant panda. He expressed the hope that the mumber of cooperative 
projects would increase. 


Speaking on behalf of the Environme:ital Protection fice of the State Council of China, 
Zhang Shuzhong, deputy director of the office, said that the launching of the world 
conservation strategy would surely bring a positive impulse to the conservation of mtural 
resources the world over. In line with the strategy, China is planning regulations and 
laws concerning the protection of its wildlife, according to an official of Chima's 
Environmental Protection Office.

The paper noted that the 1979 aid plan was not implemented because of Vietmamese massive 
export of refugees and its invasion of Kampuchea, The Foreign Ministry decision was made 
against the background of intensified Vietnamese attack on Kampuchean guerrillas, the 
fluid situation in Kampuchea and the outflow of increasing numbers of Kampuchean refugees 
into Thailand,

JAPAN AIDS EEL RAISING--Hangzhou, 26 Feb--An eel raising center, using warm effluent from 

a powerplant, has been completed in Hangzhou, Zhejiang Province, This is the first such 
project built in accordance with an agreement signed last year by Zhejiang provincial 
aquatic products and foreign trade departments and two Japanese fishery companies. The 
Chinese side has undertaken to build 13 ponds covering 2,800 square meters and supply eel 
fingerlings. Around 15 kilograms have already been put in indoor ponds. The Japanese side 
is to provide equipment and feeding materials, The eels are to be exported to Japan. Using 
warm water effluent from the Genshanmen power plant, the breeding centre has dug two deep 
wells and installed oxygen producing aides to improve the effluent, coupled with other 
modern equipment to regulate water flow and temperature. A 14 gram fingerling grows to 
around 1508 grams within 7 months of feeding in ponds. This cuts two-thirds off the 
Chinese traditional feeding period. Per hectare catch is expected to be of the order of 
105 tons, 5 to 6 times the highest target reached in China today. [Text] [Beijing

tion Armed Forces, and chairman of the High Military Command, 


After the liberation of Kampuchea in 1975, he was elected president of the Presidium 
of the State of Democratic Kampuchea at the First People’s Congress of Kampuchea in 
April 1976. 


With the Vietnamese invasion and the fall of Phnom Penh in early 1979, Khieu Samphan

In order to make surprise attacks, the Vietnamese troops started their dry-=season 
offensive in mid-September of last year when the monsoon season was yet to come in 
Kampuchea, and launched mopping-up operations against in various bases of the Kampuchean 
National Army and guerrillas, Vietnam threw four to eight divisions each into the central, 
northeastern, western and northwestern regions, and even used chemical weapons in many 

of the mopping=up operations, 


In face of the brutal operations by the militarily superior Vietnamese aggressors, the 
Kampuchean National Army and guerrilla forces persisted in guerrilla war under extremely 
difficult conditions. By dividing the whole into parts, avoiding the strong and attacking 
the weak, they hit the enemy in mobile and flexible manners. They inflicted heavy 
casualties on the enemy and thwarted many mopping-up programmes of the eggressors by using 
mines, traps, arrows, etc. According to Radio Democratic Kampuchea, the Kampuchean 
National Army and guerrilla forces in the central region wiped out over 800 enemy troops 
from last September to November and recovered a number of areas and liberated a lot of 
villages in Stung Treng District in mid-November, The army and guerrillas in the 
northeastern region foiled two large-scale mopping-up operations of the Vietnamese aggressor 
troops. 


On Jamary 15 this year, the Vietnamese troops, finding their communication lines cut 
off and their losses growing heavier and heavier, were forced to retreat to Highway 19 
and the strongholds in Veune Sai, Stung Treng and other places, In the Battambang and 
Pursat battlefield in northwest Kampuchea, where the fighting was most fierce, the 
National Army and guerrillas repeatedly frusts.ted the mopping-up operations launched by 
several Vietnamese divisions, They put out os action many enemy effectives, destroyed a 
mumber of enemy strongholds, and persisted in their fight in the districts of Seisophon, 
Thmar Puok, Mongkolborei, Pailin, Pavei, Samiot and Leach. 


The military situation over the past five months has shown that the Vietnamese aggrersor 
troops have been caught in a dilemma in Kampuchea, Though Vietnam has dispatched a total 
of over 200,000 armed troops, employed airciaft, tanks, artillery and even chemical 
weapons, they have failed to achieve their objective of winning a war of quick decision. 


AFP quoted a Western diplomat in Bangkok as saying, "Vietnam had lost on all fronts. 

They are in for a long, dragged out campaign which will cost them a lot of money, a lot 

of lives, mch face and world opinion." The Kampuchean Army and people have preserved 
their strength in the struggle against the Vietnamese aggression. Khieu Samphan, president 
of the Presidium of the State of Democratic Kampuchea, noted in his new year message that 
the Kampuchean people and their army "have successfully overcome the hardships in 1979 and 
smashed the Vietnamese aggressors' vicious strategy of 'fighting a quick battle to force 

a quick victory'." He pointed out: "In no circumstances can the Vietnamese enemies lord 
it over our people, nor can they subjugate the fighting will of our nation and people as 
well as their desire for independence."

The General Confederation of Portuguese Labourers controlled by the 
Communist Party launched a nation-wide general strike in transportation and communication 
industries on March 4 in protest against the government's economic policy and on demand 
for higher wages. The strike has paralyged the country's highways and railways and 
transport in a number of cities. During the debate in parliament from March 4 to 6, 
MPS of the Portuguese Socialist Party and the Communist Party strougly condemmed the 
government for its financial policy and other measures and asked for explanations. 

In reply, government ministers accused the opposition of trying to topple the govern- 
ment. 


On March 4, three Portuguese newspapers reported that some members of the Military 
Revolutionary Council held a closed meeting contemplating to launch a military coup. 
Soon after the news was disclosed, the government held an urgent meeting and issued a 
communique later, requesting President Eanes to clarify the matter and declaring that 
the government will not yield to any conspiracy to create chaos. In that evening, 
President Eanes received Prime Minister Carneiro, denying the existence of any such 
meeting. ‘“ieanwhile, the president published a statement saying that the press reports 
were growdless. In another statement issued in the small hours of the following day, 
the presilent again rejected the reports and asked the government to inquire into those 
who invented the news. On the morning of March 5, the Military Revolutionary Council 
held a pleuary session * 4iscuss the country's political situation. It issued a com- 
munique yesterday, saying that “rhe threats to democracy established on April 25, 1974, 
will never come from the council" and stressing that "the unity of the armed forces will 
frustrate any plot to sabotage the army." Yesterday afternoon, Prime Minister Carneiro 
declared in parliament that "The government will not yield to any attempt to use non- 
parliamentary means to stop it from ruling." 


In the past few days, the leading bodies and leaders of the socialist party issued 
communiques and made speeches one after another, holding the government responsible for 
the current serious political situation. In a communique yesterday evening, the Party 
of the Democratic and Social Centre said that the turbulence created by the Communist 
Party in recent weeks is further escalating. It expressed its belief that "the armed 
forces will know how to keep cool and will not fall into the trap of divisionist plot." 


Since it came to power on January 3, the 6th constitutional government has taken a series 
of measures in political, economic affairs and news reporting, which directly affected 
the interests of the Communist Party. The next parliamentary election will be held 

next October. It is predicted there will be further political turbulence in Portugal 
before the election.

[Summary] wW.ether the peace treaty signed between Egypt and Israel nearly a year ago 

can be fulfilled is a matter of general concern, In accordance with the treaty, Egypt 

end Israel exchanged ambassadors and established full diplomatic relations on 26 February. 
However, there is still no indication that the question of Palestinian autonomy--another 
component of the peace accord--can be settled before 26 May, the deadline set in the 

peace treaty. 


Egypt and Israel differ on two major issues on the question of Palestinian autonomy. 

One concerns the aspects of the Palestinian self-government. While Egypt insists the 
autonomous government must have legislative, judicial and administrative power, Israel 
agrees only to the administrative power of an elected Palestinian committee. The other 

is the question of Jerusalem, which Israel insists is its capital and therefore indivisible. 
In order to continue to deprive the Palestinian people of their self <determination right 
and occupy their land, Israeli authorities have been stalling the negotiations on 
Palestinian autonomy. 


"Current developments indicate that it will nut be easy to settle the question of 
Palestinian autonomy before the deadline set by the Camp David accords. There are many 
factors affecting its settlement. 1) Israel faces mounting domestic problems. The 
inflation rate is rising continuously and its currency is depreciating against other 
currencies. In order to free itself from this difficult situation, Israel, while 
improving its relations with Egypt, is doggedly continuing an expansionist policy in 
order to divert people's attention from its domestic problems, 


"2) aside from attacking the Egyptian-Israeli talks and deepening the split between 
Egypt and other Arab countries, the Soviet Union has stepped up its military activities 
in the Mediterranean and the Red Sea. The Soviet Union reportedly has sent personnel 
and large amounts of advanced weaponry to the western Mediterranean and areas 
surrounding the Red Sea to further aggravate tensions in the Mideast. 


"3) The majority of Arab states remain opposed to the Egyptian-Israeli talks. 


"™) As a formal partner of the tripartite talks, the United States has not yet 
adopted a realistic attitude toward the Palestinian issue. As late as 25 February, 
President Carter was still saying he would not negotiate with the PLO unless it 
recognizes Israel. Facts have shown that the U.S. Government has not abandoned its 
traditional policy of conniving with Israel. Consequently, it has failed to make 
a concrete step toward settling the Palestinian issue. 


"In view of these factors, a general belief is that one cannot be optimistic about 
breaking the deadlock in the negotiations on Palestinian autonomy and reaching an 
accord before the set deadline." 


"Following the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and its stepped-up thrust toward the 
oil-rich Gulf region and in light of the deadlock in the Egyptian-Israeli talks, 
western European countries have initiated a flurry of diplomatic activity aimed at 
settling the Palestinian issue. Whatever is the result of these activities, it is 
clear that the Palestinian question is the core of the Mideast issue and that there 
can be no lasting, just peace in the Mideast without a settlement of the ralestinian 
quest ion."

[Summary] Beijing, 7 Mar--My name is Shi Chuanxiang. I have been a nightsoil collector 
in Beijing for exactly 350 years. I have just attended a conference of outstanding workers 
and was elected a member of the presidium of that meeting. 


I can never forget the date 26 October 1959 when Chairman Liu Shaoqi, NPC Standing Committee 
Chairman Zhu De, Premier Zhou Enlai and other party and state leaders received us. When 
Chairman Liu Shaoqi saw me he shook my hand and said: "You must be Old Shi!" Then he 
asked me: "How have you been these years? Are the tasks of the sanitation workers very 
tiresome?" Later, Comrade Shaoqi also asked me how my studies were going. When he 
realized that I was basically illiterate, he said encouragingly: "Old Shi! It is not 
enough for an advanced producer and a Communist Party member to be able to work well. 

He must be good in all aspects. How can we be without knowledge when our cause is 
constantly developing? I am quite old now, but I'm still studying! It's not too late 
for you since you're only 45. From now on you must study diligently. Write me a letter 
during the new year." 


Comrade Liu Shaoqi also spoke on many important matters. He said: "We must serve the 
people well under the party's leadership. You, a nightsoil collector, are a servant of 
the people. I, chairman of the state, am also a servant of the people. Although these 
are different revolutionary jobs, both a. indispensable to the revolutionary cause." 
He also urged us to work even better for tie party after the meeting, not to be arrogant 
and complacent, unite with our fellow workers and build our capital into a still better 
place!

"When Lin Biao and the 'gang of four' were on the rampage, Comrade Shi Chuanxiang was 
implicated in the frame-up case of Comrade Liu Shaogi and was persecuted to death after 
being labeled a 'scab! by the renegade Jiang Qing. However, when Shi was alive, he 
always trusted the party and fi.mly believed that Comrade Liu Shaogi was a great 
Marxist. During the 1959 conference of outstanding workers, Comrade Liu Shaogi pre- 
sented him a gold-tipped 'Hero' brand fountain pen and encouraged him to study culture 
diligently. During the Cultural Revolution when Shi was condemned and when his house 
was searched and property confiscated, he secretly wrapped that fountain pen ina 
handkerchief and hid it inside the upper left lapel of the blue suit he wore when 
Comrade Liu Shaogi shook his hand and later locked it in a small wooden box. Later, 
because of illness, he was returned to his hometown in Shandong where he solemnly gave 
the pen to his elder son, Shi Chunting, a worker of the Shengli oilfield, and told him: 
'tYou must keep it forever and remember the man who gave me this fountain pen.! 


"On 26 October 1972, Shi Chuanxiang, a nondrinker, asked his wife to prepare a few 
dishes and some wine and said to her; 'Today is the anniversary of the day Chairman 
Liu Shaogi shook my hand and should be commemorated. The fact that he respected a 
nightsoil collector like myself convinces me that he was not a bad man.! 


"In this article, Comrade Shi Chuanxiang recounts in detail the scene in which Comrade 
Liu Shaoqgi received him, praised the party's concern for the working people, denounced 
the evil old society, and expressed a Communist Party member's determination amd lofty 
thinking of dedicating himself to his motherland's socialist construction. You will 
be encouraged after reading it." 


AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY MINISTER INTERVIEWED

[Station reporter's recorded interview with Yang Ligong, minister of agricultural 
machinery, on questions concerning agricultural mechanization--date not given] 


{Excerpts ] [Reporter] Comrade Yang Ligong, many comrades pay keen attention to agri- 
cultural mechanization in our country. Can you tell us what has been achieved in this 
respect? 


[Minister Yang] Since farm mechanization in our country began in the 1950's, we have 
made great progress, eSpecially in the 3 years since the downfall of the gang of four. 
Prior to that, we already had an adequate foundation in the farm machinery industry. 

At present, the power of farm machinery in China's rural areas totals 170 million horse- 
power. The area plowed by tractors consists of 40 percent of the total acreage of farm- 
land in the country. Nearly (?one billiom) mu of farmland, or 55 percent of irrigated 
farmland is irrigated by mchinery. The processing of agricultural and sideline pro- 
ducts has been iechanized in the main. Tractors play a big role in transporting pro- 
ducts in the rural areas. The mechanization level of forestry, animal husbandry, 
fishery and sideline production has been raised by various degrees. The overwhelming 
majority of communes and brigades have their own agricultural machinery. Farm machinery 
has become an iryrortant component of agricultural productive forces. 
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(Reporter] What plan does the Ministry of Agricultural Machinery have for further 
developing farm mechanization? 


(Minister Yang] The decisions of the CCP Central Committee on certain questions cone 
cerning the acceleration of agricultural development point out that in modernizing 
agriculture, it is necessary to actively carry out the work of farm mechanization in 
a collective manner, Farm mechanization should serve the needs of production, It is 
necessary to carry out the mechanization of agricultural, animal husbandry, forestry, 
fishery and sideline production in light of reality and in accordance with actual cone 
ditions in each locality. Due to the vast territory and [words indistinct], the task 
of agricultural mechanization is especially difficult in China and may take longer to 
complete than we have planned, However, we must (?bear in mind) that to modernize 
agriculture it is necessary to (?first) accomplish farm mechanization, Comrades on 
the farm mechanization front are full of confidence and are working in a downeto-earth 
way for the realization of this goal, 


[Reporter] Finally, can you speak about the importance of strengthening the management 
and utilization of farm machinery and the focus of management work at present? 


[Minister Yang] The work of managing and using farm machinery is an important [word 
indistinct] in the undertaking of agricultural mechanization, To effectively manage 

and use farm machinery is of great significance in promoting agricultural production 

and insuring sound development of farm mechanization, The potential irrigation 
capability of exis.ing farm machinery is great, If every tractor is used to plow an 
additional (710) m land, the total area plowed by tractors in the country would increase 
by 100 million m, If the diesel oil used in plowing and irrigating every m of farme 
land is cut by one liang, the country would be able to conserve some 400,000 dun of 
diesel oil every year. If the cost of tractor operation for every m of farmland is 
lowered by 2 fen, the whole country would be able to save 160 million yuan annually, 

In improving management work on farm machinery, it is necessary to keep farm machinery 
in better operating condition and strive to keep at least 85 percent of tractors and 
irrigation and drainage equipment in good condition, It is also necessary to raise 

the operation rate of farm machinery by 5 to 10 percent over last year, Fuel consum- 
tion mist be lowered and the consumption used for the operation of every m of farmland 
Should be cut by one liang. It is also necessary to reduce the cost of fuel, maintenance 
and repair for every m by 2 fen, It is necessary to further strengthen the management 
of .gricultural machinery stations [words indistinct] and popularize the system of fixed 
responsibility, the economic accounting system and reward system step by step, Due 
attention should be given to technical training, evaluation work, strengthening fuel 
management and repair work, We mist respond to the call of the 5th plenary session of 
the party Central Committee and, taking a firm and effective grip on the work on agrie 
cultural mechanization, greet the convocation of the 12th national party congress with 
concrete results, 


COAL INDUSTRY MINISTER DISCUSSES TASKS FOR 1980

(Text ] Beijing, March 8 (XINHUA) Preparation of new coal faces in underground mines 
and stripping away of more earth and rocks covering the coal seams in open-cut fields 


Will be one of the major concerns of the Chinese Ministry of Coal Industry in 1980, 
Minister Gao Yangwen told XINHUA today, 
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The work is urgent, the minister said, because in well over 90 mines, miners are fre- 
quently waiting after one coal face is exhausted while another one is being prepared. 
To ensure normal production in these mines, an additional tunnelling footage of 200,000 
metres has to be completed and 16 million cubic metres of earth and stone removed this 
year. Stress on tunnelling and stripping aims at “killing two birds with one stone", 
the minister said. It would both ensure the supply of coal for the country's economic 
development in 1980 while enabling the coal industry to adjust in preparation for still 
greater growth in the future. 


Existing mines will be transformed to be adaptable to the use of better equipment. It 
is expected that 40 per cent of the major operations in coal extraction and tunnelling 
will be mechanized within this year. Priority will be given to major open-cut mines as 
this would enable output to be rapidly increased. 


At the same time, capital construction work at major underground mining fields will be 
accelerated. These include the mining area: located on the banks of the Huai He in 
Anhui Province, and the Yanzhou mining complex in Shandong Province. 


Preparations for the building of the open-cut mining field in Huolinhe, Inner Mongolia, 
is to be speeded up. The project was designed with assistance from two West German 
companies. New pits and open-cut mines are to be developed by involving foreign capital 
by means of compensation trade or joint ventures in places where transport facilities, 
power supply and other necessary conditions have been provided.

{Excerpts ] Beijing, 9 Mar--It was pointed out at the first annual meeting of the China 
Enterprise Management Association that it is impossible to realize the four moder- 
nizations by modernizing technology and equipment alone without also modernizing enter- 
prise management. Therefore, vigorous efforts should be made to strengthen enterprise 
management and raise it to a new level in our country. 


Management personnel, experts of departments concerned and scholars from all parts of 

the country who attended this meeting held from 28 February to 8 March probed into this 
new area of modernizing enterprise management. The participants held that while notice- 
able improvement has been made in enterprise management since the downfall of the "gang 
of four," on the whole, it still cannot keep pace with the needs in order to achieve 

the four modernizations. Some comrades now engaging in economic work onesidedly emphasize 
modernizing technology and equipment but pay no attention to modernizing enterprise 
management. This attitude, which attaches importance to technology at the expense of 
management, is detrimental to our cause. 


After much discussion in the light of the actual prevailing conditions in our country, 
the participating comrades held that to realize the modernization of enterprise manage- 
ment in China it is necessary to handle the following three relationships properly. 


1. The relationship between historical and new experiences: We should sum up both

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2e The relationship between maintaining a foothold in the country and studying enter- 
prise management from abroad: We should fully affirm our own experiences in enter- 

prise management, such as democratic management, the combining of cadres, technicians 

and workers in production, activities to encourage rational proposals, labor emulation 
drives, and especially political-ideological work combining spiritual encouragement 

with material incentive. All these practices should be popularized. As to the 

experience of enterprise management in capitalist countries, we must discern its dual 

ch: acter: We resolutely oppose the characteristic linked with capitalist production 
relacions such as the exploitation of workers, on the other hand, while we use as reference 
and study the other sice that rationally opganizes the productive forces to bring about 
higher productivity and better management results. We should not apply this kind of practice 
mechanically but should analyze and anply it in the light of our own actual conditions. 


3- The relationship between means of management and management work: Some people often 
link modernization of enterprise management with installing more electronic computers 
and introducing additional modernized means of management. This is a onesided approach. 
We should first straighten out all our management work scientifically under our present 
conditions and improve the organization, systems and methods of enterprise management. 
Only by so doing can we greatly raise the level of enterprise management and lay the 
groundwork for adopting advanced means of management and for modernizing enterprise 
management step by step.

The sudden disappearance of the multi-colored portrait from the Tisnanmen door apparently 
is tied to the erection of bamboo scaffolding for repairs on the double-roofed wooden 
edifice which overhangs the purple wall at the door. 
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FUJIAN MEETING DISCUSSES SPRING FARMING PROBLEMS

[Summary] The Fujian Provincial CCP Committee held a telephone conference on the evening 
of 7 March which called on the people of the province to concentrate their energy on 
doing a good job of spring farming by using the encouraging results of the fifth plenary 
session as a guide.

The conference pointed out: "The current situation in rural Fujian is generally good, 
but there are also many problems, In some places the leaders have not concentrated 
their efforts to a sufficient degree, the labor force is scattered, and the progress of 
spring farming is slower than last year.

In the spring-harvested crops, the area of wheat 
and barley has already been reduced compared with last year, while crop tending has not 
been grasped well. The area of afforestation is also smaller than at of this time last 
year. Phenomena of dividing up and dismantling the production teams and even dividing 
up the land to "go-it-alone" have appeared in certain areas. The party committees at 
all levels must attach importance to these problems and seriously solve then, 


"The conference conveyed the views of Comrades Liao Zhigao and Ma Xingyuan, who are 
currently in Beijing: Efforts to sow grain must not be relaxed. It is necessary to 

get a good grasp of grain, insure the sow area, make arrangements for seed strains and 
guard against seeiling rot. Increase of production over the whole year depends on March. 
Pbove all, it is essential to get a good grasp of work in March. This is the key season 
of the entire year. They stressed that spring farming must be the overriding central 
task in the rural areas during March and April." At present, it is necessary to get a 
good grasp of the following work: 


1. Do a good job of soaking and sowing the rice seed and guard against seedling rot. 
The work of sowing industrial crops must also be done well. 


2. Step up the finalestage field management of wheat and barley and strive for a 
relatively good spring harvest. 


3. Prepare sufficient manure for spring farming. 
4, Continue to do well in completing water conservaicy projects. 


5. Do a good job of afforestativun and fulfill the tasks on time and up to the mark in 
quantity and quality. 


The conference pointed out: "In accordance with the arrangements of the central 
authorities and the provincial CCP committee, the prcvince must seriously study and 
resolutely implement the spirit of the fifth plenary session, uphold and improve party 
leadership, and strengthen political and ideological work."

LIAONING REHABILITATES VICTIMS IMPLICATED WITH LIU SHAOQI

(Text] According to our sources, public security and judicial organs at all levels 

in our province are carrying out the guidelines of the 5th plenary session of the llth 
CCP Central Committee and expediting the rehabilitation of cases in which people were 
persecuted for being implicated with Comrade Liu Shaoqi. In this regard, the provincial 
higher people's court and the provincial public security bureau issued a joint circular, 
urging the pertinent departments in all localities to styengthen their leadership over 
this work and organize manpower to conscientiously reexamine and redress these cases. 
They should, the circular said, achieve effective results in this work as soon as 
possible, 


Upon receipt of the circular, the Dandong Municipal People's Court has assigned one 

of its vice presidents to take charge of the work. Some 100 people have been organized 
to conduct reexaminations. They have found that although most of the implicated 

cases have already been corrected, there are still some 60 cases not completely redressed 
and that actions are still lacking on 3 cases which should be redressed. They are making 
a conscientious effort to redress these cases, 


After receiving the circular, the Shenyang Intermediate People's Court conducted serious 
reexaminations of the implicated cases. Now the reexaminations have been completed with 
the exception of a few cases. In December 1967, a worker of the No 1 Shenyang municipal 
brickyard, named (Liv Chengjia), openly put up posters »earing slogans which supported 
Liu Shaogi and other comrades. As a resuit, he was held in custody for 1 year and 3 
months. After he was released, he continued to persist in his correct viewpoint. 
Because of this, he was sentenced to 5-years imprisonment. He has now been acquitted of 
the charge, and his case has been entirely redressed, 


The Fuxin Municipal Public Security Bureau has conducted serious reexaminations of these 
kinds of cases. In nine cases it is believed that further efforts are needed to solve 
the questions involved in accordance with policy. (Liu Shuxiang), a former worker of the 
[word indistinct] section of the (Haizhou) opencut coal mine, was labeled as an active 
counterrevolutionary because once he said that Comrade Liu Shacqi's "Self-Cultivation" 

was a work of advanced level. His case was later rechecked, but what he said was still 
regarded as an erroneous remark, Now wrong verdicts like this have all been corrected 
by the Fuxin Municipal Public Security Bureau after seeking truth from facts,
